As deputy Saigon bureau chief for /ime magazine 

during a portion of that conflict, Terry ventured into the 
heart of the fighting to get the story for the readers back 
home. His poignant description of his brother-in-law 
Brucie made one wonder if he might not survive the story 
told of him: “200 pounds, 6°2° Dressed to kill and dressed 
to die, 19 years old.” But Brucie did survive 

Terry began the presentation by telling of his lengthy 
battle to get the book published. “My publisher told me 
that no one was interested in the Vietnan: War, and 
particularly the experience of black men. It was as if I 
had picked the two most difficult subjects to write about 
and put them together in the same book. Over the course 
of ten years, “Bloods” was rejected by 125 publishe 
Why did he stick with the story so long? The author 
pointed to “a combination of factors. For one thing | 
didn’t want black soldiers to be forgotten. And in past 
wars white soldiers were invincible and black soldiers 
were invisible.”

Campus Student Health Center 
Kills the pain of medical bills

There’s a health care bargain 
waiting at the north-west corner of 
the campus few students seem to 
know about. Its name tells most of 
the story - the Student Health Center 

A visit to a “regular” hospital 
emergency room, for any type of 
care, doctor supervision, X-rays, any 
materials (splint, ace bandage, etc) 
or prescription drugs to kill the pain, 
could cost $75 to $150 - or maybe a 
lot more 

But at the health center, treating 
the same sprained ankle might cost 
between $5 and $10. The fee only 
represents the cost of any drugs the 
physicians on the Health Center's 
medical staff might prescribe 

According to Dr. Susan Snively, 
health center director, the low cost 
for medications is possible in part 
because of volume and contract 
purchases by the center - with sav- 
ings passed along to students need- 
ing health services 

The health center handles an 
average of 275 patients a day, with 
complaints ranging from upper res- 
piratory illnesses to sprained or 
broken joints. The busiest time to 
visit is around 2 p.m. 

The staff includes nine M.D.s, 
five nurse practitioners, four regis- 
tered nurses, three clinical lab tech- 
micians, one licensed x-ray techni- 
cian, one licensed physical therapist 
and two licensed pharmacists 

The center also offers training 


New AIDS committee working to educate

It's a new problem — a life- 
threatening viral disease comprom- 
ising part of the body's immune sys- 
tem. Those with the disease are 
vulnerable to illnesses not threaten- 
ing to those with normally function- 
ing immune systems. 

The disease is Acquired Immune 
Deficiency Syndrome, better known 
as AIDS. It has become enough of a 
threat that Chancellor of the Cali- 
fornia State University system, W. 
Ann Reynolds has asked each cam- 
pus to set up AIDS advisory 
committees. 

The CSUS committee's purpose 
is to make recommendations to 
president Gerth. The aim is for 
i awareness and educational 


opportunities to students involved 
iN nursing, nutrition, psychology 
and physical therapy 

And while the health center cer 
tainly is a place to go with health 
problems, staff members stress that 
education also plays a big part in 
their efforts 

According to Snively, preven- 
tron is a key health issue and educa- 
tion is the most important step 
Important enough, in fact, to war- 
rant a full-tme heaith educator on 
the staff, Laurie Bisset 

Bisset is responsible for helping 
students interested in learning more 
about medical problems, birth con- 
trol and other services the Health 
Center provides 

Snively also emphasizes that 
education includes feedback from 
the students. There is a “Teil Us 
About It” suggesuon box in the 
lobby 

“We try to pay attention to the 
students needs,” she says. As part of 
her duties, Snively responds to all 
Signed suggestions or questions 
personally 

Although the feedback is gener- 
ally positive, she says, there is some 
student criticism. One recent com- 
plaint stems from the disappearance 
of a wide vanety of at-cost, over- 
the-counter items from toothpaste 
to vitamins. 

“The lines were just going out 
the door, and a lot of people were 
complaining. A lot was lost because 
of budget cuts, but we do carry the 
crucial items,” Snively says 


programs for students, staff and 
faculty. This is critical in dispelling 
unwarranted fears. 

CSUS Director of Student Health 


Services Dr. Suzanne Snively is 
chairperson of the AIDS Advisory 
Committee. The task force has been 
meeting for six months. It consists of 
13 people from the university librar- 
ian to the president of the Gay, Les- 
bian Alliance of students. Members 
are developing and wniting policies 
geared specifically to this campus. 
“CSUS isn’t sitting back waiting 
to have someone else teli us what to 
do. We are taking positive steps to 
set up procedures suited for our 
campus as a whole,” Snively said. 


She added that the committee is 
interested in “protecting the rights of 


The pharmacy still does offer a 
wide selection of birth control items, 
including contraceptive jellies and 
foams, sponges and condoms, 
however 

The health center operates on a 
total budget of more than $1 million 
with the amount of money it receives 
from the university based on the 
total number of students enrolled 
each year 

According io Snively, this number 
is Converted to something called 
‘full time equivalencies” calculated 
by taking the total number of units 
taken by ali students on campus, 
divided by a given average of units 
(i.e. 15,17 5) 

Snively says the FTE enrollment 
underestimates the actual enrollment 
“How are you going to trcat six- 
tenths of a student?,” she asks 

According to Linda Beilby 
administrative operations analyst for 
the health center, the budget has 

Stayed cut 

Beilby says that the operating 
expense figure is about $84,000 a 
year (exclusive of the costs for staff, 
nurses and doctors), but she adds 
“that includes absolutely everything” 
from maintenance costs to tongue 
depressors 

Health center officials also occa- 
sionally hear complaints about the 
amount of ume siudents must wait 
before treatment. And Snively admits 
there is a problem, pointing out, 
however that under the old 
appointment system, students had to 
wait as long as two weeks to be seen 


everybody those infected and 
those who aren't.” 

“There must be some policies in 
place on how the university will 
deal with the problem. We need 
general guidelines, but each case 
will be looked at on an individual 
basis,” Snively said 

The AIDS virus is spread by 
sexual contact and hypodermic 
needlesharing. Some cases have 
reportedly occurred through blood 
transfusions, but these are less 
common. “This is a disease that 
is spreading throughout the coun- 
try...1 don’t know if there are spe- 
cific cases on campus,” Snively said. 
The comunittee is trying to deter- 
mine if “the university is going to be 
restrictive — will it allow for the 
rights of the individual infected,”

Snively says she recognizes a 
major problem is that many stu 
dents do not take advantage of the 
available services 

To help publicize its existence, 
the health center holds seminars and 
workshops, and puts an information 
table out in the library quad on spe- 
cial event days 

“People often see us 
campus or hear about us, but often 
forget.” Snively says. “It doesn’t 
really register until you wake up and 
you're sick. Studenis may remember 
or they may not.” 

With the growing concern and 
questions about Acquired Immune 
Deficiency Syndrome (AIDS) and 
AIDS Related Complex Syndrome 
(ARC), the center has adopted a 
policy of not doing blood tests for 
the disease 

“We are happy to to talk with 
people that have questions and con- 
cerns, * Dr.Snively says, “but we do 
not do the blood test for AIDS here 
It's ume consuming and technically

“There is no reason to exclude 
people from cizsses on campus sim 
ply because of a positive test,” she

People at higher risk are sexually 
active gay and bisexually males, 
intravenous drug abusers, hemophi- 
liacs and the sexual partners - either 
homosexual or heterosexual - of 
these people. Infected mothers may 
traasmit the virus to their fetus or 
newborn. 


Many myths surround the dread 
disease, causing growing anxiety. 
The AIDS virus has been found in 
saliva and tears, but there is no evi- 
dence the disezse is transmitted 
through these fluids. That also goes 
for casual contact. airborne and

was developed for the same reason

The International Program ena 
bles as many as 500 C.S.U. students 
each year to pursue their studies 
overseas. Many participants have 
gone on to careers in international 
trade, foreign service, industry, media 
and education 

To be eligible for the program in 
Taiwan, students need to have a 
cumulative grade point average of 
2.75 for all college level work, to be 
enrolled at a C.S.U 


campus and to 


be a junior. For the International 
Business Program, students need to 
have compieted all lower division 
requirements, plus principles of 
management, marketing and finance, 
and one year of economics. These 
business Classes are not required for 
the art program. Art students must 
have completed a class in art history 
and drawing 

With the programs offered, a 
student can speak fluent Mandarin 
after two years in Taiwan. For that 
same knowledge, a student would 
spend 6 years studying at C.S.U.S 

In Taiwan, students study 15 
hours of Mandarin every week 
Phere are between three and six stu- 
dents in each class, most of whom

Have you ever gone to the library, 
desperately in need of a book, only 
to find it is not available and the 
librarians don’t know where it is? 

This type of situation is not 
uncommon among libraries, and 
fortunately the occurrence of miss- 
ing books has decreased since a new 
security system was staried in the 
CSUS library four years ago. How- 
ever, during the last two years, offi- 
cials in the CSUS library have 
notuced an increase in this probiem 

According to Charles Martell, 
associate university librarian, libvar- 
ies generally expect to experience 
losses in books as part of the terri- 
tory. It is impossible for the library 
to know for sure if a book has been 
stolen or just misplaced. It is a slow 
process trying to determine if a book 
has simply been mis-shelved. Often 


the librarians will find that pages 
have been npped out of books or 
journals 

Although the exitg to the CSUS 
library are secured by an alarm sys- 
tem ihat is set off by books that have 
not been processed properly, “peo- 
ple can get around the system,” said 
Martell 

Students sometimes hide the 
library books, try to exit through fire 
doors, and even attempt to locate 
and remove the magnetic strip hid 
den in each book. The books that 
most often turn up missing are spe- 
cial interest and popular topical 
issues. Course related books are also 
often stolen 


In response to this problem, the 
staff in the CSUS library is making a 
special effort to watch the fire doors 
and make sure that they are func- 
tioning. And for more complete 


security, a student employee is posted 
at the controlled exit during all the 
library’s working hours. Whenever 
a student is caught trying to take a 
book out of the library without it 
being cleared, by accident or not, 
the library simply reclaims the book. 


“We do not press charges. We 
could, but we don’t,” said Kim Har- 
rington, circuiation department head 
Harrington also stated that it is her 
library as non-threatening as possi- 
ble. According to Martell, the light 
punitive measures that are employed 
goal to keep the by the university is a 
probiem, and he said it is possible 
that there are some alternatives that 
should be pursued 

Although it usually doesn’t mat- 
ter much to a student whether a 
book is stolen or merely overdue, 
there is a process the library must 


follow to determine the status of 
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Number of missing library books is increasing 


each book. An “overdue” book is 
simply a book that has not been 
returned to the library on ume 
There are approximately i00 
overdue books at the CSUS library 
daily 


A book declared “lost” will 
eventually be replaced, and every 
year the library must replace up to 
ten percent of its entire collection 
And finally, a “missing” book ts 
when the patron says the book has 
been returned and the library says it 
hasn't 

“We are set up for the pnmary 
use of the students on this cam- 
pus...we take our job very seriously 
on the circulation desk,” said Har- 
rington. In order to insure that the 
librarians will know when a book 
has been returned or not, library 
employees follow three simple steps 

First of all, each book starts at a

One billion people 
hunger 

This was one of many staggering 
Statistics presented to a CSUS audience 
last Thursday night by the Hunger 
Project. The two-hour discussion

The founders of the Hunger 
ject are singer-musician John 
Denver, Werner Earhard, and John 
Fuller. Their goal, and the Project's 
goal, is to eradicate hunger by the 
end of this century. This will be 
accomplished, by the organization’s 
standards, when every country in 
the world nee an infant mortality 
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rate of less than SO child deaths per 
1,000 in their first year of life 

Each of the three spokeswomen 
from the Hunger Project called for 
“effective action” to end hunger 
This meant educating others and 
volunteering time and aid to impov- 
erished communities. This does not 
include sending aid to governments 
and people of impoverished coun- 
tries, but rather the sclution emphas- 


ized was “wai eilicieacy.” 





Alarming statusucs were presented 
to the CSUS audience, such as the 
annual deaths related tc starvation 

13 to 18 milhom—and the 35,000 
deaths per day, of whom the major- 
ity were children 

One Hunger Project spokeswo- 
man, Lorna Ragland, presented a 
world map to show the areas most 
affected by hunger. These areas 
were colored in, representing almost 
the entire continent of Africa and

looked at the way Americans think 
of themselves as a country and a 
people and how this has changed 
over a 200-year history. Finally, 
they probed the nature of the Soviet 
system---how it works internally in 
terms of the government mainiain- 
ing control. 

“I have tried to make the picture 
scrupulously non-programmatic in 
that it does not deal with the issues 
of the left or the right,” says Wrye. 
“li deals with rather fundamental 
American principles. It’s not even 
about capitalism versus socialism, 
it’s about democracy versus 
totalitananism.” 

He says the film asks whether 
we, as Americans, have the capacity 
to sustain our freedoms. “If we, as a 
people, do not exercise our demo- 
cracy, we won't have it. Democracy 
is not something we can inherit and 
simply let slide, it needs to be revital- 
ized every day, and that’s what the 
picture is saying.” 

In Wrye’s “ Amerika,” democracy 
has been lost. The changes to the 
nation are dramatic. Scenes from 
Nebraska could have been shot in 


recognition”? Weil, when I informed 
various members of the CSUS stu- 
dent body about Roy’s gig here at 
the Pub on Feb. 20 with Norton 
Buffalo, the typical response was 

“Dude, I thought he croaked a few 
years ago,” or “Yeah right!

Before reading the script, Kris- 
tofferson rejected the starring role. 
Devin Milford, the character he por- 
trays, is a Vietnam veteran, political 
activist and former presidential can- 
didate whose strength of conviction 
proved too formidable for the new 
regime. He was betrayed by his wife, 
imprisoned, abandoned by his 
children, and shunned by his father 
His spirit symbolizes the hope of all 
who long to recapture America’s 
original Clarity and spirit. 

“I certainly wasn’t interested in 
making a piece of political propa- 
ganda,” said Kristofferson. “Nor did 
I want to further the Cold War atti- 
tudes or help promote a confronta- 
tional relationship between Russia 
and the United States.” When he 
finally read the script, he discovered 
his fears were unfounded. He sees a 
parallel between the film's message 
and the kind of songs he is currently 
writing. 

“My hope is that ‘Amenks’ will 
make people think about patriot- 
ism,” said Kristofferson. “I'm also 
hoping that viewers are going to 
come away feeling that all Russians 
are not necessarily bad and that all 
Americans are not necessarily good, 
but that there are bad and good on 
both sides.” 

Robert Urich plays Peter Brad- 


past, he has played with such legends 
as John Lee Hooker, Sonny Rhodes 
and Little Frankie Lee, and has 
played festivals like the San Fran- 
cisco Blues Festival Tour of Europe 
in 1982 and the Sacramento Blues 
Festival 

Of the many acts he has worked 
with, John Lee Hooker “was the 
greatest experience for me person- 
ally,” Rogers said. “He has the type 
of power seldom seen in performers 
today. To play with someone with 
‘the real thing’ is incredible.” 

Roy said that too many per- 
formers today rely too much on 
their stage show, instead of their 
musicianship. Roy learned much 
about touring and performing by 
playing with Hooker over the last 
three years 


In recent years, Roy has also 
been playing regularly with Steve 
Miller Band and ex-Commander 
Cody member, Norton Buffalo. Roy 
became friends with Norton when 
his band, Rogers and Bergen, regu- 
larly opened for Norton’s band, 
Stampede, in the mid-’70s. 


“We played lots of shows together 
in the Bay Area around 1975,” Roy 
said. The bands stopped touring 
together after a few years then “three 
years ago we saw each other again 
Norton tried acoustic things, but he 
didn’t meet anyone he was happy 
with.” 

They decided to play together 
again and “we asked ourselves “Why 
didr’t we do this earlier?”

“I can’t think of a more stimulat- 
ing, thought-provoking, and excit- 
ing ‘what if?’ than the one presented 
in this movie,” says Urch.

Rob Geldot is sull chiefly identi 
fied with Live Aid, more so perhaps 
than the Boomtown Rats. The Afn- 
can hunger issue was, afterall, a 
cause in which Geldof spent his 
blood, sweat (and literaily) every 
cent he owned 

Now Geldof’s back, more than a 
year and a half after Live Aid, again 
making music. This time, however, 
he is without the Boomtown Rats 

Geldof could have chosen almost 
any song on his new album for the 
ttle, since most concerned the sim- 
ilar theme of despair touching on the 
inherent beauty in life, struggling 
(like Geldof) to overcome the sor- 
row. His first song, “This is the 
World Calling,” is one such tune. It 
is notably more optimistic than 
Geldof’s other songs on the album. 
Here, the plea is for people to look 
inside their hearts for compassion. 
One stanza reads: 

“I'm on a train now. I'm moving 
through the yellow fields of rape 
There’s so much beauty. I wished I

believed enough to pray.” 

It is this sorrow combined with 
the beauty Geldof sees in life that- 
seemingly haunts him. When sing- 
ing, Geldof often sounds desperate, 
pleading with the world for its help, 
while his female chorus offers a con- 
trasting optimism. Their message is 
soothing as they announce, “All is 
calm. All is quiet. Close your eyes 
and sleep tonight.” 


— “This is the World Calling,” 


therefore, due to an excellent mix of 
despair and optimism may be Gel- 
dof's best song on the album 

“Love Like a Rocket” is another 
song where optimism is rescued 
from amidst gloom. As a 20-year 
relauionship crumbles, one lover 
is, SayS Geldof, “gonna love her ‘ul 
What makes the 
song intriguing concerns the rhythm 
It is upbeat, jumpy and unusually 
commerciai for Geldof. Within the 
pace,the despair of some lyncs seem 
to diminish 

“Whenl Was Young” offers more 
contrastc, focusing on Geldof’s 
youthful ignorance. Yet dispite the 
loss of a young man’s dreams, Gel- 
dof accepts the mistakes of his youth, 
concluding, “Cos there ain't no rear 
view mirror in my car. I ain't look- 
ing back.” 

li you listen carefully to the 
beginning of this tune, you expe- 
rience the eerie quality in many of 
Geidof’s song’s. As the title is echoed 
several times, the effect is as if 
indeed many years have gone by 

“Words From Heaven” may be 
the most optimistic song on the 
album, and one of the best in terms 
of style and music. Through a con- 
trast in voices, Geldof and his female

indeed like ‘‘heaven.”’ 
This combined with the concluding lyncs 
offer an uplifting tale of courage in 
the face of adversity 

“You sat still you never cracked 
Til they backed down in front of 
truth And now they say These 
words come from heaven Straight to 
you.” 

“Night Turns to Day” gives the 















feeling of the Live Aid experience, 
and the pain Geldof felt and still 
feels. This is evident as he describes 
a man chewing his way through iron 
bars, and the subsequent knowledge 
and “mental pain” that is gained 
through such experiences 

As for the song and ttle of the 
album, it lasts barely one minute 
ending with the line (and utle), 
“Deep in the Heart of Nowhere,” a 
line that perhaps; summarizes Gel- 
dof’s feeling for those starving in 
Afnca. A line too, which seems to fit 











the theme of the album. Geldof sug- 
gests, sometimes pleading, that we 
lose ourselves in the misery and suf- 
fering of others, to try to save our 
humanity through tenderness and 
compassion

A significant trend in ‘80s music 
is the “psychedelic” pop sound orig- 
ina!!y popuiarized in the mid-'60s 
These days, everyone from the Ban- 


| gies to the Smithereens to Prince has 
" jumped on the paisley bandwagon 


(or VW love bus), all in a desperate 
attempt to find music to match their 
latest paisley fashions 

Although never a big commer- 
cial success, the Three O'Clock was 
actually one of the first bands to 
utilize this revitalized psychedelic 
sound. If their third album “Ever 
After” is any indication, the Three 
O'Clock is heading closer and closer 
to one bad acid tip 

“Ever After” is hardly adventu- 
rous psychedelic pop music. Sure, it 
has pleasant, highly sung backing 
vocals and tinkling synthesizers typ- 
ical of “60s psychedelic pop. But 
with this album, the band has become 
more like a faceless new wave band, 
a la the Simple Minds, than a real 
psychedelic band. (Guys, two 
seconds per song of a trippy horn 
section or backward guitar progres- 
sion hardly makes for a psychedelic 
sounding song!) 

In addition, Michae! Quercio’s 
lyrics are annoyingly sappy, cutesy 
and it’s about as easy to decipher 
what he’s really saying as Jim Mor- 
rison’s most acid-drenche:d poetry 
Then again, it’s doubtfai that lyncs 
like, “You never stay to hear any 
words ioud and clear/It’s just cer- 
tain days that you will stay warm 
and near,” are really of significant 
content. 

The facts are, regardless of the 
limititations of Quercio as a songw- 
riter and the Three O’C! ck as a 
psychedelic pop band, the songs are 
just plain boring and wimpy. 

There are a few winners on the 
album though, like “When We Can,”

Depth gives Hornet

The 1987 CSUS Hornets baseball team enters this season with high 
hopes of accomplishing at least as much, if not more, than last year’s squad. 

Following up the 1986 Hornets’ act won't be easy. | ast year’s district 
Coach of the Year, John Smith, led CSUS to 42 wins, the championship in 
the NCAA Division II West Regionals, and a berth and third place finish in 
the College World Series. 

This season, CSUS has gotteu off to a slow start. After dropping their 
first two games against Chico State, and then splitting a double-header vs. 
San Jose State, the Hornets had a somewhat disappointing 1-3 record. But 
the season is still in its early stages and Smith isn’t ready to set the sirens off 
yet. 

“No way we're panicking yet,” he said before last week's make-up 
against Chico. “We have a long way to go before we start pushing the 
button.” 

Last year’s school record 42 wins and third place finish at the World 
Series in Montgomery, Ala., was reason enough for Collegiate Baseball to 
rank the Hornets third in the nation. The extra burden on the Hornets’ 
shoulders may be one of the causes for their early ineptness. 

“It hasn't helped matters,” Smith said in reference to the recent media 
surge to hit the Hornets 

So far, the only thing of major concern to Smith has been the lack of 
hitting in the team’s first three games, a pair of 5-3 losses at the hands of the 
Wildcats, and a 15-0 blowout vs. San Jose before they erupted for a 9-1 
victory against the Spartans in the second game of the double-header 

“The hitting hasn't really come around yet,” he said. “We showed signs 
of it in our second game against San Jose, hopefully that's the turning point 
we needed.” 

Smith has a good idea of who'll be carrying the bulk of the load for the 
Hornets but ts reserving judgmemi on what his starting nine will be until he 
has a chance to see more of his players in action. 

“It’s still too early,” he said. “I don’t really know where we're at. It's even 
hard to say what we're going to find out. We're trying to get the right 
combinations out tere.”

Smith is sure of the fact that some key players from last year’s team are 
back this season. The double play combination of shortstop Kevin Ohama 
and second baseman, Orlando Caraveo remains intact, although Caraveo is 
being seriously threatened by Fresno State transfer, Scott Sellner. Ohamna is 
coming off a season in which he batted .319, led the Hornets with 81 hits, 62 
runs, and 49 stolen bases. 

The leading candidate at first base is senior returnee, Derrick Rebensdorf 
His major competition comes from Shane Jenny and Mike Brackens, At the 
hot corner, incumbent Steve Hansen is battling West Los Angeles transfer 
Lorenzo Lesky. Last year’s backup catcher, Vince Lentini, seems the logica! 
choice to fill the departed shoes of Bob Crump, but may be pressed by P» 
Longo with the potential for a platoon situation in place. 

The outfield is led by Brian Casteel, MVP of the regional tourney and 
owner of .333 batting average last year. Joining Casteel will be fellow 
returnee, Brian Grose, and newcomers Gary Zancanelli, another Fresn 
State transfer, Eric Johnson, and George Powell. 

The offense should be just as solid as last year’s. But the pitching situation 
isn’t quite as well. Three of the top pitchers in ‘86 are gone. Keith Brown anc 
Chris Bennett were drafted by the Cincinnati Reds and Philadelphia Phi! 
lies, respectively. Doug Vontz is also toiling in the minors at Salt Lake City 

“This should be a better hitting team than last year’s,” Smith said. “On 
pitching will be deeper, but not as strong at the top. You just don’t replace 
guys like Brown, Bennett, and Vontz.” 

The pitching corps are led by Rocco Buffolino and Dave Olson. Buffo- 
lino posted some impressive numbers last year, 10-3 with a 3.82 ERA.
